The quantity of copper in the alloys 
varied from 10 to 80 per cent, and that 
of zinc between 10 per cent and 40 per 
cent An alloy containing 55 per cent, 
copper, 43 per cent, tin and 2 per cent 
zino, showed the greatest stregth; it 
was of a nice color, hard, capable of 
being polished, and could be forged if 
carefully heated. For purposes in which 
great resistance, as well as strength, ore 
required, an alloy containing less tin is 
better adapted, the proportion being 55 
percent copper, 44.5 per cent zinc, 
and 0.5 per cent. tin. A good result was 
also obtained with on alloy the compo- 
sition of which was given a few years 
ago by Mr. J. A. Tolnn, which is little 
known. The proportions are. Copper, 
58.2 per cent.; zinc, 89.5 per cent; tin,

McArthnr, of Brookfield, with a posse 
of men, started after the robbers 
within an hour after the robbery waa 
committed, and tracked them last 
night to a log house on the Harper 
farm, situated in the woods, about 
13 miles from Kirksville. Tbj-fc 
was fortified trj^gOSe'extent, and had 
loopholes" 'made by knocking the 
plaster ont from between the logs. 
The posse surrounded the house, and 
remained on guard all night, wntch 
ing it carefully, expecting tho men 
to make a dash for liberty. This 
however, was not done, and at 
o'clock this morning the robbers 
called ont that they would surrender 
if warranted safe conduct to j ill im 
a fair trial 
After consultation ».ith 


Sheriff Shover, of Adtiir coui.ty 
Marshal McArthur and others of \ he 
posse, which, at this time, had bocn 
largely increased by arrivals iron 
Kirksville and other places, tliPd 
terms were accepted, and they wen 
ordered to march ont with tbei 
hands up. Not to be taken by fcnr 
prise, the posse kept their places on 
all sides of the house, and a strong 
line was drawn up before the door 
In a few minutes the leader, de 
scribed as a long-nosed man, came 
out, but with his hands only partlj 
raised. This was not according i 
agreement, and 100 gun-locks im 
mediately clicked and as many weap 
ons were brought to bear on him 
In an instant his hands went up 
The other three followed and the 
sheriff went forward, took their armi 
away, seven revolvers and two knives 
and the prisoners were taken tc 
Kirksville by the Wabash railroad 
from whence they were taken tc 
Brookfield this evening on a specia 
train under a strong guard. 


The robbers are all young men 


and have been, living iii the country 
about four months. They had rout 
ed the farm they were captured on 
this spring.. They gave their name 
aa Wiufield AUen, Frank Ward, Bert 
Ward and Bel* Fox.

A Civil Action, 


An interesting civil case received atten- 


tion in Justice Albert's court this fore- 
noon, in which M. Qoldburg, of this city, 
WM plaintiff, and the Peoria, Decatnr & 
EvansvOle Baflway Co. were defendants, 
the plaintiff churning damages in the sum 
of $75.56. It appeared that on the 28th 
of last March burglars entered the station 
house at Dalton City and broke open 
Mr. Goldburg's trunk, in which were a 
lot of sample goods, for which he was 
personally responsible to the wholesale 
firms he represented. The trunk was 
sent to Decatnr, and the agent informed 
the officiate of the company of the burg- 
lary and the amount of the loss sustained 
by Mr. Goldburg. The company replied 
that Mr. Goldburg would not suffer, and 
he surrendered his checks and received 
his trunk, from which had been extracted 
a lot of Articles. This evidence was offer- 
ed before Justice Albert The company 
was represented by Mr. E. P. Vail, and 
Mr. W. C. Johns appeared for the plain- 
tiff. Both attorneys made exhaustive ar- 
guments before the Justice, and an audi- 
ence composed of City Attorney Hutch- 
inson, a reporter and the plaintiff. At 
the conclusion of the presentation of law 
points bearing on the case and the 
speeches, the justice decided the case in 
favor of the plaintiff, allowing him the 
full amount of his claim, 875.56. Mr. 
Vail announced that he would take an ap- 
peal. 


"It Works Like a Charm." 


This forenoon the county jail prisoners 


fined by Judge Smith in the circuit court 
this week, went down to join the Decatnr 
chain gang and to submit themselves to 
the orders of Street Supervisor Shorb. 
Their names are Patrick Beardon, guilty 
of malicious mischief, who was fined 850 
and coste; John Bolen, larceny, fined $40, 
and John Hockinberry, flourishing a 
deadly weapon, fined $25. These three 
worthies, two of whom have caused the 
officers and local courts much trouble and 
expense, will be allowed 81.50 per day so 
long as they work until they shall have 
worked out their fines, and then they will 
be discharged from further custody. Du- 
ring their connection with the chain gang 
they will stop each night at the Hotel de 
Foster. When Pat was sentenced he em- 
phatically averred that he would not 
work on the chain gang, but he has evi- 
dently reconsidered his determination not 
to obey the order of the court.

Toronto, 
and Montreal Me large depots tor Inm- 
Usrfrom tlie foreMa at the Dominion, 
and sow of the stock is sent by water 
or rail even to the ship-yards ot Maine, 
itself a great lumber State. 


Buffalo is one of the chiefs of tlie lam- 


bar markets of onr country, its water 
communication with the Michigan and 
the upper lake regions especially favor- 
ing its development in this direcbon. 
There are upwards of sixty-five firm*, 
wholesale end retail, engaged in the lum- 
ber business in that city. Planing niflla 
and box factories are becoming very 
nnmeroa*, owing to the increased de- 
mand for manufactured lumber. That 
this trade is in » most healthy condition 
is proved by the rapidity with which 
stock Is tamed over, as well as the fre- 
quent advance in prices. 
In the manufacturing districts ot 


Michigan heavy advances have taken 
ptee iaalmost all the grades of lumber. 
In the vicinity of almost all navigable 
streams in that section oE eotrntryaa the 
best trees have been utiliztod, conse- 
quently lumbermen are now compelled 
to go farther back for a supply, and the 
cost of the -pine log from the stump to 
the mill has, therefore, been materially 
increased. 


To look at the immense rafts which 


annually make their way down the Pe- 
nobseot. the Kenaebec, the Merrimac, 
the Connecticut, the Hudson, and the 
other principal rivem which draw their 
supplies from the New England States, a 
tyro would say that the Eastern States 
alone can lurniah all the lumber needed 
for this cootinout; but tin fact that the 
center ot the chief supply has gradually 
moved west to the lakes, and that a 
scarcity is already predicted there, indi- 
cate* mat in the near future all these 
sources'•ill be exhausted, and that we 
must draw our supply of this great ax- 
riole of commerce from still more distant 
parts.—Kew York Reporter.
